Some  Important  Events  of   the  First  Century 
of  the  Town. 

The  story  of  the  Krsl  century  of  our  history  is  alive 
with  interesting  events.

fir-t  workhouse  (  171b),  of  the  pirates  who  threatened 
our  vessels  and  our  shores  (  1724  ).  of  the  final  purchase 
of  the  Indian  rights  for  seven  of  eighl  pounds  (  I7<>M  ). 
of  the  estahlislunenl  of  whal  was  then  known  as  the 
district  school  system  (  I  7  •'!."> )  and  exactly  one  hundred 
years  after  its  incorporation  of  the  erection  of  the  firsl 
fori  (1742)  on  the  very  spol  where  thirty-seven  years 
before  the  first  watch  had  been  established. 

Progress  Shown  at  the  Beginning  of  the 
Second  Century. 

The  firsl  century  of  the  history  of  1 1 1 < *  town  had 
closed.  Within  thai  time  the  fishing  business  had  been 
firmly  established,  ship  building  was  being  carried  on, 
coastwise  commerce  a  source  of  income.  The  population 
had  grown,  new  settlers  had  come  taking  the  place 
of  those  who  bad  left,  three  parishes  beside  the  parent 
church  bad  been  established,  one  at  Wesl  Parish  1710 
(the  second),  one  al  Annisquam  I7'_'s  (the  third), 
and  one  "up  in  town"  I7I-".  (iIh-  fourth),  for  with 
the  growth  in  population  and  the  development  oi 
the  fishing  the  renin'  of  the  town  had  changed  and  was 
now  nearer  the  harbor  and  the  harbor  water  front,  and 
so  the  members  of  the  I i i - — t  parish  had  removed  from 
Meeting    Hon  v  ( Ireen   and  were  now   wor  hipping  in  :i 

and  larger  meeting  bouse,  which  had  been  erected 
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Rockport.  In  1754  the  excise  act  and  in  1750  the  stamp 
acl  were  rousing  our  people  in  preparation  for  the  lag 
events  which  were  soon  to  follow,  events  thai  led  up 
to  Lexington  and  Concord  and  Hunker  Hill,  to  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  the  war  of  the  Revolution, 
to  Yorktown  and  at  length  to  the  reality  of  the  l/nited 
States  of  America.  In  all  these  events  Gloucester  and 
its  eitizens  never  faltered,  active  participants  in  the 
preliminary  struggles,  sending  more  than  its  quota  to 
Bunker  Hill  and  then  into  the  ranks  of  the  American 
Army,  doing  still  as  greal  service  as  privateersmen  on 
the  sea.  Brave  and  courageous  in  their  calling  as 
fishermen,  equally  brave  and  courageous  fighting  for 
Liberty  and  I  ndependence. 

The  \\  ar  of  the  Revolution  had  closed.  It-  eflfed 
had  Keen  heavily  fell  in  this  town  and  poverty  and 
suffering  was  touching  severely  the  people.  It  was 
therefore,  with  greal  rejoicing  thai  they  learned  in  I7H.M 
that  Peace  had  been  declared.  The  years  thai  followed 
soon  restored  confidence  and  confidence  hegal  prosperity 
and  progress. 

1 1  would  he  interesting  to  tell  you  of  the  appearance 
of  tlic  old  town  ;it  the  close  of  this  war,  to  describe  the 
crooked  streets,  to  speak  of  the  «>M  houses  and  of  the 
customs  of  those  other  days  and  then  to  refer  even  briefly 
to  the  then  prominent  families,  many  of  them  not  now 
represented  in  the  city.  All  these1  things  would  prove 
fascinating  reading.  I  would  like  to  tell  yon  of  the  m|<| 
time  training  days,  the  great esl  holiday  of  the  year, 
when  the  differenl  military  companies  From  the  different 
parts  of  the  town  gathered  and  under  the  command  of 
their  colonel  spent  the  day  in  military  drill,  of  the  march 
<>l'  1 1  !••  1 1  mi  if  y  I'ink-  headed  l-\  fife  and  drum  into  town 
from  across  the  cut,  whose  approach  was  the  signal  that 
the  greal  events  of  the  <l.-i\  were  really  coming,  tli«' 
Honev  I'inks  whose  descendants  within  tin-  week  have 
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continenl  of  a  govornnient  wlmsc  corner  stone  is  Liberty 
and  the  equality  of  .-ill  men  under  tlie  law,  so  did  the 
light  which  Murray  and  his  friends,  the  l<  niversalists, 
made  in  <  rlouccster  lead  up  i<>  the  Liberty  of  the  people 
to  worship  <  rod  in  their  own  \\  ay  and  to  the  equality  of  all 
beliefs  and  creeds  under  the  law.  Murray  and  his  friends 
here  made  the  light  n«>i  alone  l"i-  lTniversalists,  hul  for 
the  Unitarian  and  the  Baptist  and  the  Methodisl  and  the 
Episcopalian  and  the  Catholic  and  the  Jew  and  for  all  the 
differenl  bodies  of  religious  people  no  matter  whal  their 
name  or  creed  and  even  for  those  who  <l<>  not  believe  in 
church  or  creed  and  all  these  peoples  owe  ;i  debt  to  that 
early  band  of  I  niversalists,  feeble  and  few  in  number, 
which  can  never  !>»'  paid.  But  yel  again,  this  same  socie- 
ty of  I  'niversalists  were  pioneers  in  the  anti-slavery  cause 
for  il  was  their  second  minister,  the  Kev.  Thomas  Jones, 
who  wrote  in  1813  these  words  after  attending  the  funeral 
of  one  of  his  parishioners,  Gloster  Dalton,  one  of  the 
signers  of  its  charter  of  compact,   I  7s"». 

'He  was  a  native  of  Africa  and  I  »r<  miltI  1 1  awaj  as  ;i 
slave  (so  called).  Kor  there  are  no  Slaves.  All  Men  are 
Itorn  Free."  And  these  words  antedated  the  Emancipation 
Proclamat  ion  fifty  \  ears. 

Charter  of  Tyrian  Lodge  of  Masons  Bears

Xor  must  I  forgel  to  tell  you  at  this  time  of  the 
institution  in  March,  1770,  of  Tyrian  Lodge  of  Masons, 
one  of  the  oldest  Masonic  lodges  in  the  State,  whose 
charter,  precious*  document  that  it  is,  hears  the  signatures 
of  General  Joseph  Warren,  who  fell  five  years  later  at 
Bunker  Hill  and  of  I'aul  Revere,  whose  early  morning 
ride  <»n  the  nineteenth  of  April.

consolidation  of  effort,  brains  and  capital  have  hroughl 
ahoul  greater  efficiency,  Gloucester  still,  retains  her 
supremacy  as  the  Master  Pishing  Port  of  the  l/nited 
States.  The  records  of  the  Custom  House  show  thai  "ii 
June  30,  l(.)l(>,  there  were  128  vessels  enrolled  here, 
carrying  2400  men.  these  vessels  being  20  tons  and  over 
and  N^  vessels,  carrying  500  men,  these  vessels  heing 
under  20  tons,  a  grand  total  of  216  vessels,  gross  tonnage 
15,185,  carrying  nearly  3,000  men.  And  the  future 
never  looked  brighter  with  large  increases  in  the  number 
of  vessels,  of  larger  tonnage  and  employing  many  more 
men. 

To  give  the  record  of  the  fish  receipts,  the  numher 
of  the  men  employed  and  the  value  of  the  products 
landed  from  (irloucester  fishing  vessels,  toattempl  to  tell 
you  of  -Mine  of  the  big  stocks  and  the  big  shares  is  too 
big  ,-i  task  for  me  to  undertake.  It  is  only  in  recenl 
years  thai  any  attempl  has  been  made  to  officially  'I" 
these  things.  The  Cape  Ann  Advertiser  and  its 
successor  the  Gloucester  Daily  Times,  furnish  the  hesl 
statistics  and  covering  more  than  1)0  years  of  the  life  of 
this  city,  their  columns  are  veritahle  gold  mine-  of 
information  in  regard  to  these  matters.  Very  briefly,  I 
mighl  say  thai  in  1847,  sixty-nine  years  ago,  Gloucester 
had  287  vessels,  tonnage  gross  12,354,  employing  men 
and  boys  I7S7.  and  the  value  of  the  fishing  producl  For 
thai  year  was  $589,354.  In  11)15  (iloucester  vessels 
landed  .-it  leasl  120,000,000  pounds  of  fish  of  all  kinds, 
Fresh  ;m<l  salted,  <- 1 1 1 « I  the  value  of  it-  products  was  .it 
leasl  $3,270,000.  The  presenl  year  has  been  much  more 
prosperous.  Some  "I  the  largesl  stocks  have  so  Far 
been  made  ;in<l  the  individual  shares  have  been  record 
breakers. 
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Losses  of  Life  the  Dark  Picture  in  the  Fisheries. 

And  there  is  the  dark  side  <»l  the  pieture  of  the 
fisheries,  the  st<  >ry  "I'  t  lie  losses  in  lives  and  in  property, 
the  homes  whieh  have  heen  made  desolate  as  father,  son, 
brother  or  other  relative  has  gone  down  into  tin-  sea  i" 
mee1  lii-  death,  tin-  cry  of  the  widowed  and  the  father- 
less, the  poverty  thai  the  trail  has  left.  It  i-  no1  .ill 
sunshine  "ii  the  water.  The  storm  come**,  the  \<>n 
deepens,  a  steamer  suddenly  hears  down  from  onl  the 
darkness  and  lives  are  lost,  vessels  go  t<>  the  bottom  or 
are  driven  helpless  ashore  t<»  break  t<»  pieces.  It  i-  ;i 
heavy  price  thai  is  paid  thai  yon  and  I  shall  be  served 
wit  1 1  deep  sea  food,  ;i  heavier  price  than  is  the  t<  'II  of  any 
other  industry.

and  Cape  Ann.  As  early  as  the  beginning  of  the 
eighteenth  century  .Joshua  Norwood  al  Sand4>  Bay  was 
employed  to  cul  flal  blocks  of  stone  for  moorings  for  the 
fishing  boats  al  thai  settlement,  these  blocks  being  si.N 
feel  square  and  from  ten  t<»  fifteen  inches  thick  and 
through  ;i  hole  cul  in  the  centre  about  fifteen  inches  in 
diameter  an  oak  butt,  twenty  feel  in  length  was  inserted. 
The  stone  was  then  dropped  a  proper  distance  from  the 
shore  and  thus  a  safe  mooring  was  afforded.  Norwood 
also  cul  mill  stones  which  he  sold  and  thus  became  the 
pi< nicer  st< me  cutter  i if  Cape  Ann.
